New jump in Israeli 
cost of living index 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, Feb. 16 (R) - Israel, which is battling 
against chronically high inflation, suffered another jump in living 
costs last month and government hopes of a big easing in the situation 
were not realised. The cost of living index rose 7.3 per cent in 
January. 

Althoulh this represents a slight drop over the previous month's 
rise of 8. 1 percent, the drop is much less than the 40 to 50 percent cut 
predicted by Israeli Finance Minister Yigacl Hurvitz. 

A ministry spokesman attributed the slight decrease to the con- 
tinuing high price of fruits and vegetable, as well as housing and 
.health services. 

Mr. Hurvitz on assuming office last November instituted a series ot' 
austerity measures designed ro cut last year's inflationary rate of 1 1 4 
per cent. 

Meanwhile, charge* of fund-raising malpractices against the 
Israeli Labour Party by a former high-ranking party official, who just 
completed a jail sentence on a bribery conviction, has touched off a 
new political storm. 

Mr. AhsherYadlm. who headed Labours powerful Sick Fund and 
was a candidate for the post of governor of the Bank of Israel until his 
conviction on bribery charges in 1977. has-wriuen that the party kept 
false bookkeeping records and obtained illegal money transfers from 
its industrial enterprises. 

The charges are contained in a book, entitled "testimony." to be 
published in Hebrew next week and extracts of which were published 
yesterday in the afternoon newspaper. Yediot Aharonot.

They 
said King Hussein explained Jor- 
dan's position on the Middle East 
question and its views towards 
achieving a just and com- 
prehensive peace. Jordan has con- 
sistently called for the return of 
Israeli occupied Arab land includ- 
ing East Jerusalem, and Israel's 
recognition of Palestinian national 
rights. 

Mr. McHenry briefed King 
Hussein on American view's of 
achieving a lasting peace, includ- 
ing the U.S.-authored Camp 
David accords which Jordan 
rejects. 

Mr. McHenry’s stop here is the 
fifth leg of a seven nation fact- 
finding tour in the Middle East. 
Tomorrow he will meet with 
Crown Prince Hassan. high gov- 
ernment officials, and prominent 
Palestinians. He is also scheduled 
to address the Jordanian World 
Affairs Council in the evening. On 
Monday he will cross the Hussein 
Bridge into the occupied West 
Bank. 

So far. Vfr. McHenry has visited 
Kuwait. Saudi Arabia. Egypt. 
and^Lebanon .’He wifi also visit 
Israel and Tunisia. 


Although Mr. McHenry is 
scheduled to meet with prominent 
local Palestinians here tomorrow, 
he said on departure at Beirut that 
the U.S. will not talk with mem- 
bers of the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation until the PLO rec- 
ognises the right of Israel to exist 
and U.N. resolution 242.

Dr. Waldheim's spokesman 
told reporters there would be no 
announcement on the commission 
today because "some details 
remain to be worked out" in the 
settlement plan. 

A Kuwaiti newspaper said, 
meanwhile, that Iranian President 
Abo) Hassan Bani-Sadr has 
received Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini's permission to move 
the militant studenrs out of the 
occupied U.S. embassy compound 
and put the 50 American hostages 
they were holding under the pro- 
tection of government troops. 

The newspaper AI Watan, 
reponing from Tehran today, did 
not give a timetable for the trans- 
fer. A spokesman for Mr. Bani- 
Sadr said he knew nothing about 
the report. A spokesman for the 
militants, when told of the report, 
laughed and said: ‘it can't be 
true." 

According to the paper. Mr. 
Bani-Sadr “was obliged" to go 
directly to Ayatollah Khomeini 
because the militants refused to 
take orders from Ihe president, 
but said they would abide by the 
ayatollah's ruling. The paper also 
reported that the ruling 
Revolutionary Council. he.-«ied by- 
Mr. Bani-Sadr, was split over his 
efforts to arrange an end to the 
U.S.-Iranian crisis. 

Informed diplomats at the 
Linked Nations said five lawy ers 
from Algeria, Syria, Bangladesh, 
Venezuela and France would 


make up the investigative panel 
being sent to Iran. They arc to be 
briefed by Dr. Waldheim at U.N. 
headquarters in New York on 
Monday before leaving for Tehran 
later in the week, the diplomats 
said. 

Iranian Foreign Minister Sadeq 
Qotbzadeh today warned against 
speculation that "the release of ihe 
host ages was imminent, saying the 
first step was the formation of an 
international commission of 
inquiry. 

"We have got to go step by 
step." he told a news conference at 
the end of the official portion of a 
three-nation European tour. "Do 
not try to speculate on what is 
going io happen during the work 
of the commission. Things will 
stay as they are until the com- 
mission finished its work." 

Mr. Qotbzadeh, speaking at the 
Iranian embassy in Paris after he 
met with French Foreign Minister 
Jean Francois-Poncet. was asked 
if the American hostages held 
since Nov. 4 might be held captive 
even after the commission has 
made its report. "1 would noteven 
talk about that," he replied. “Let 
us go to the resolution of the prob- 
lem. Lei us have the commission." 

Mr. Qotbzadeh was asked, 
aside from the commission, what 
were the special conditions the 
United Slates must fulfil to obtain 
the release of the hostages. 

"Nothing has been asked of the 
United States." he said. 


Sarkis issues emotional appeal for 
national reconciliation in Lebanon 


BEIRUT. Feb. 16 
(Agencies)— Lebanese President 
Elias Sarkis issued an emotional 
appeal today for national recon- 
ciliation. amid reports of fierce, 
fighting between right-wing 
militias and Arab peacekeeping 
troops in mountain regions 8& 
kilometres north of the capital. 

"I appeal to the entire nation to 
respond to this call for national 
reconciliation, as we go through a 
most critical stage in our history." 
Mr. Sarkis said after a two and a 
half hour meeting. "We have 
faced disillusion and collisions and 
I urge the nation to make these an 
impetus For an energetic and 
optimistic search for peace rather 
th3n succumb to pressimism and 
laziness. 

Fighting raged on for the fifth 
straight day around the nonhem 
village of’ Qnat. where Arab 
peacekeeping units mounted • 
house-to-house search for 
militiamen of the right-wing 


Falange Pany. witnesses reported. 

A militia spokesman said 50 
people were killed and an 
unspecified number wounded dur- 
ing the past five day's of distant 
artillery' duels and street combat.

U.S. press sees Israeli Hebron move as annexationist 


EDITOR'S SOTE: Folio wing is a round-up of 
American newspaper editorial opinion on Israel's 
decision to authorise Jewish civilians ro settle in the 
heart of the occupied Arab HVrt Bank town of 
Hebron. 

THE NEW YORK TIMES: While it returns the 
Sinai to Egypt. Israel is moving by stages to annex 
the West Bank. The policy will not be announced. 
It may even be abandoned if the opposition to it 
hardens in Israel. Egypt or the United States. * 

Bui the Israeli people have been frightened by 
pretextsof “security" into supporting the extreme 
Zionist dreams of a minority of their fellow citi- 
zens... 

Under the cover of the Camp David accords 
and East-West tensions. Israel continues to 
change the legal and demographic conditions in 
the West Bank. 

By one ruse after another. Jews are encroaching 
upon the region's Arabs, adding to the 
"archaeological" and "army” camps with newly 
requisitioned or purchased rural lands and now 
with claims to ancestral homes inside hostile Arab 
cities. 

As in the latest move into urban Hebron, the 
Israelis are careful not to create a clear focus for 
objection... 

New policies, new rules are labelled tentative, 
then kept indefinitely: laws are observed, but then 
bent out of shape. 

The move into Hebron was widely justified as 


retaliation for the murder there of a young Israeli. 
No one seemed io care that this denies the his- 
torical rights of settlement so heatedly claimed at 
other limes. 

With every new step a few more Israelis are 
exposed to terror and Arab hatred. They then 
need more protection from the army, more 
settlers to enhance security, more restrictions on 
the surrounding Arab fife. The tentacles spread... 

For Americans, however. Israel s democracy 
cannot excuse a provocative policy... American 
diplomacy cannot escape the taint of Israel's con- 
duct... 

Israel’s defence of creeping annexation is no 
longer persuasive. The cries of “security" ring 
hollow when Arab hostility is knowingly pro- 
voked and when the Israeli army is left to cope 
with increasingly vulnerable outposts... 

The colonisation makes it hard to envisage use- 
ful negotiations. 

It will gradually constrict the deal that might be 
negotiated. 

Given its great investment in Camp David, and 
interests in the Arab World, the United States can 
demand a less pre-emptive policy . 

Israel should be pressed to stop settling the 
West Bank. 

THE BOSTON GLOBE: The Israeli cabinet’s 
support of Israelis vhc* "reclaim.” and occupy 
buildings in the West Bank Arab city of Hebron is 
most disheartening. Until now. West Bank set- 


tlement has been limited to unoccupied rural land 
and even that has been a stumbling block to peace- 
ful settlement of the Israeli-Arab conflict... 

This seems to be a particularly bad moment for 
yet another gauntlet to be thrown in (the West 
Bank) by the Israeli government, particularly 
when it seems to be an effort to appease its right 
wing nationalist movement, which has as its ulti- 
mate goal the outright annexation of the occupied 
territory. 

WASHINGTON POST: ...Some Israelis still try to 
treat Jewish settlement in the West Bank as an 
issue with two sides: so let's argue it out, but 
meanwhile let s not allow it to get in the way of 
more important questions. But you have to be 
pretty stupid to swallow that line. There is no 
more important question. Jewish settlements are 
regarded everywhere — and most of all by the 
settlers themselves — as Israel's way to establish its 
permanent control, leading eventually to outright 
annexation. The settlements undercut Israel's 
pledge to leave open to a negotiation, one in which 
the Palestinians who live there would take part, 
the “final status” of the West Bank. Moves like 
Sunday's cabinet decision provide further proof, 
to those who require it. that the govemment puts 
domestic imperatives ahead of its international 
obligations... 

Further criticism or Israel on this issue is point- 
less. So is wrist-slapping. More direct tactics are 
called for. Why not put a measurable value on the 


settlements and let Israel deride w hether it wants 
to forfeit that much from its American aid. This 
approach would precipitate a mighty con- 
frontation between the United States and Israel. 
The issue is worth it. Time spent sorting out the 
settlements question would be time well spent, A 
president seeking to assert the American interest 
in foreign policy, and to show his own leadership, 
could do a lot worse. 

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR: Just when 
all parties to the Palestinian autonomy talks had 
expressed renewed determination to meet this 
spring's target date, the Israeli cabinet reoiled the 
waters. It apparently did not make any major 
change in policy or take any operational steps, but 
it affirmed its support in principle for letting Jew's 
resettle the occupied Arab city of Hebron -- in 
contrast with past West Bank settlement, confined 
in practice to rural land. Announcement of the 
derision, whether finally implemented or not, can 
on-Jv complicate the already difficult autonomy 
negotiations involving Israel.

Out of the limelight though 
the negotiators may prefer to be, their effort must 
not be forgotten — cr undermined by further 
complications such as the recent Israeli cabinet 
derision on Hebron. 
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Disquiet on the 
western front 

SEPARATE: moves at the United Nations by Jordan and 
Monaco to seek Securm Council action on Israel's deci- 
sion to give the green light to Jewish settlement of the 
occupied Arab cit\ of Hebron are an important indicator of 
the mounting disquiet which Israel's actions are causing.

Perhaps most 
stunned are (or should be) those who have refused up to 
now to see Israel's annexationist and deliberately pro- 
vocative policies for what they are. 

U p unt il now. Israel has been able to pursue its policy of 
settlement of the West Bank almost with impunity (at least 
as far as the international comm unit\ is concerned) largely 
because of the very remoteness of tfu>se rural outposts. In 
Western minds unaccustomed to associating Israel with 
anything other than the purest of idealistic motives, the 
establishment of these rather ramshackle outposts on a 
succession of windswept hilltops could, at first glance, be 
mistaken for a camping expedition by a bunch of Israeli boy 
scouts. 

Those of us living on top of the matter, of course, have 
from the start had a totally different appreciation of it. 
Anyone viewing the concrete emplacements which some of 
the longer-established settlements have become, not to 
mention the high-rise blocks of fiats in Kiryat Arba or 
encircling East Jerusalem, have a different perception of 
the reality of Israeli settlements. Those Arab families who 
have watched as their land has been expropriated and 
bulldozed and their houses and property destroyed likew- 
ise have a rather starker view of the maiferf*-' ’ 

Now we watch horrified as Jewish zealots arrogantly 
mill about in the heart of ancient Hebron while the normal 
Arab life of the city is stifled under an Israeli military 
curfew . The agonised expression on the facesof the women 
and children of Hebron confronted with this bitter humili- 
ation is something we have seen before: it was the same- 
expression which contorted the facesof Jewish women and 
children as they were evicted from their homes by the Nazis 
More and during World War Two. 

Thai is what is going on in Hebron. There is an ines- 
capable air i if ominousness about this. Il is an air which the 
stimbre tone* of U.S. State Department pronouncements 
or American newspaper editorials cannot dispel. 

We are prepared to face the issue of Israeli colonisation 
and annexation of the Arab homeland squarely. as we have 
faced it for the past 32 years. Israel has latterly been 
engaged in a ploy to conceal that issue under the phoney 
cloak of a “peace treaty" and its provisions for "autonomy 
talks.” But. as they have always done, they have pushed it 
too tar. 

Let us. as Jordan and Morocco have demanded at the 
U.N.. have it out in the open. And let us see whose sacred 
national rights are vindicated when the truth is known. We 
are alarmed, but uttcrh confident.

Naturally . the U.S. envoy will find the door open here to his 
attempts u> learn about the Jordanian stand. It is a frank and firm 
one that is in line with the Baghdad and Tunissummit resolutions. 
It is worth mentioning once again that tlte unstable situation in the 
region is the fruit of eontiniial Israeli aggression and the U.S. 
poliey. which wants to impose the Camp David accords, amt which 
imagines that there is chance to involve the area in its conflicts 
with the Soviet Union. 

Undoubtedly Mr. McHenry has observed during his tour the 
dangers resulting front the American position in the arca. and he 
must have also felt the significance of the time element in attempts 
to avoid the risks. 

It is not a new thing to say that a change in the American 
attitude towards (Ik- issue and a stop to its viewing the Arab World 
as a base lor international conflicts are essential elements for 
going ahead with the process of a just and comprehensive peace 
and establishing stability in this pari of the world. 

AL DUSTOUR: Israel has strongly protested the Irish gov- 
ernment's recognition of the Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO). which was contained in the joint Bahraini-Irish statement 
issued in Manama last week. 

The Israeli argument is that the PLO is a terrorist organ- 
isutinn which works to destroy Israel, and that it is trying to 
establish s pro-Soviet state which constitutes a dangerous threat 
to the security and future of Israel. Israel aims through its cam- 
paign against the PLO to defame the image of the Palestinian 
people as a whole, and usurp their legitimate rights in their land. 
The clearest indicator of this is that it is offering them now an 
"autonomy" plan which is intended to legalise its occupation. It is 
calling their land the Land of Israel and openly announcing that it 
will never evacuate it. and it continues setting up settlements. 

The Israeli protest, thus, is a protest against the Irish under- 
standing of Palestinian rights more than il is protest against the 
Irish recognition of the PLO. If Israel is try ing through this protest 
to frighten the Western con tries and stop'thc’ growing recognition 
of the PLO. then we hope she Western contrics will not fall into 
the Israeli trap, and will continue supporting Palestinian 
rights— because this is the only way to achieve u comprehensive 
and |tisl pca«v Middle ' :rL

Engineers opt for Professional Bloc

AMMAN. Feb. 16 — In a stunning 
victory, the Professional Bloc 
swept yesterday's elections for the 
new board of the Engineers' 
Association, winning all of its nine 
seats. 

Counting of the votes cast for 
vice-president and the other seven 
board members did not finish until 
early this morning. When all votes 
had been counted, it became 
known that the Professional Bloc 
had scored a sweeping victory . 

In a run-off ballot concluded 
last night, the Professional Bloc 
candidate, for president of the 
association. Mr. ‘Avvnt A1 Masri. 
had defeated Mr. Tahsin Khreis. 
representing a bloc running with- 
out a name. 

The presidential battle was 
hard-fought and the margin of vic- 
tory was not large, so few expected 
the Professional Bloc to win more 
than five or six of the remaining 
board seats. 


Mr. Michel Msannat. the 
incumbent vice-president, was 
re-elected to that position, 
although doubt had been raised 
yesterday concerning his eligi- 
bility by'his opponents. 


By the association's bylaws, 
members cannot be elected to 
more than two consecutive two- 
year terms to the board. Mr. 
Msannat. his opponents claimed, 
had already served twice and was 
therefore ineligible. But the out- 
going president. Mr. Ibrahim Abu 
Ayyash. ruled that because for his 
first term Mr. Msannat had been 
appointed to the board t«» replace 
a member who had died, he was 
still eligible 


The seven remaining board 
scats — in addition to president 
and vice president — were alloted 
according to category of engineer- 
ing. Civil engineers were given 
two scats because they represent 
the largest number of Jordanian 
engineers. The other categories 


were given one seal each. 

Winners from the Professional 
Bloc were: Mr. Daoud Khalaf and 
Mr. Nazih Karadcheh (civil 
engineering). Mr. Omar Kheir 
(architectural). Mr. Ghassan 
Abdul Majid (mechanical). Mr. 
Ahmad Bani Hani i electrical). 
Mr. Hani Khammush (chemical) 
and Mr. Mohammad Shadid (min- 
ing ). 

Going down in defeat were the 
National Bloc and Mr. Khreis' 
bloc, both of which were seen as 
catering to a narrower range of 
interests than the broad-based 
Professional Bloc, which had as its 
number one stand: “We reject 
political hegemony over the 
association.” 

For the first time in the associ- 
ation's 22-year history . candidates 
ran in blocs rather than as inde- 
pendents. Many viewed the 
emergence of blocs as an unwar- 
ranted pol incisal ion of the primar- 
ily professional Engineers' 
Association. 


TCC to put 
French funds 
to use soon 


AMMAN. Feb. 16 lJT) — The 
Telecommunications Corporation 
(TCC) will soon utilise funds from 
a French- Jordanian financial pro- 
tocol for telecommunications pro- 
jects in Jordan. TCC Director 
General Mr. Mohammad Shahid 
Ismail told the Jordan Times 
today. 

Ylr. Ismail today met with a 
French team' of te le- 
arnt municut ions experts who are 
here for about a week to discuss 
plans for new projects and study 
specifications of tender docu- 
ments prepared by the TCC. 

Mr. Ismail said "a tender will be 
floated soon throughout the 
French market for the new pro- 
jects. The financial protocol, 
signed June 7 last year, provides 
for facilities valued at JD 20.3 mil- 
lion.

AMMAN. Feb. In (JNA) -The Civil Aviation Directorate will take 
part in a civil aviation training course to be sponsored by the U.S. 

A directorate spokesman said the 
course, to start on Feb. 23 in the state of Oklahoma, will be devoted 
to subjects connected with airport communications and services. 


AMMAN. Feb. In (JNA) -- The newly appointed Greek Ambas- 
sador to Jordan. Mr. Consiunlions Iliopoulos. today called on the 
Minister of State for Foreign Affairs. Mr. Marwan Al Qasem. and 
handed him a copy of his credentials. 


AMMAN. Feb. 16 (JNA) — The Post Office Savings Fund last year 
invested JD 2.9 million in Jordanian business concerns and com- 
panies. the fund's Director General. Mr. Abdullah Havvamdch. said 
yesterday. In an interview with Al Rdi newspaper VIr. Hawamdch 
said the figure for iy78 was only JD 1.8 million. He expressed the 
hope that the figure will rise still further by the end of this year in view 
of the improvement in Jordan's economy a growing tendency by the 
public to save and the opening of fund branches in various regions of 
the count rv. 


AMMAN. Feb. 16 (JNA) - Board directors of land, sea and rail 
transport unions in the Arab World opened a two-day meeting here 
today. The participants are discussing ways of promoting coop- 
eration among their unions, and Saudi Arabian proposal for the 
establishment of a general union grouping the three modes of trans- 
portation. A representative of the Council of Arab Economic Unity 
is attending the meeting. 


AMMAN. Feb. 16 (JNA) — A delegation from the Aqaba Railway 
Corporation leaves for visits to India and Pakistan tomorrow for talks 
on technical cooperation with the two countries on Developing rail- 
way transportation in Jordan. The talks will muinlv centre on the 


corporation's plans for increasing its capacity for transporting phos- 
phate to Aqaba for shipping, corporation sources said. 


AMMAN. Feb. 1 6 (JNA ) - Fire was mainly responsible for the total 
destruction of 34 factories, worth a total of JD 4 million, in Jordan 
over the past four years, the Director of the Civil Defence Direc- 
torate. Maj.Gen. Khulcd Tarawnch. sand today, Spring. at a meet- 
ing with the proprietors and managers of factories in Jordan. Gen. 
Tarawnch said that the fires were caused by negligence and failure on 
the part of factory management to abide by the directorate's reg- 
ulations and safety instructions. He suggested that factory owners 
employ ex-Civil Defence officers who can offer their expertise on 
safety measures, and he promised to help set up a radio com- 
munication system between the factoriesand the directorate to facili- 
tate the arrival of emergency help in the case of fire and other 
dancers. 


AMMAN. Feb. 16 (JNA) — A spokesman for the Public Security 
Directorate said today that a total of 48 incidents occurred in Jordan 
yesterday, resulting in the deaths of two persons and the injury of 28 
others. Among these, he said, there were 12 thefts and 17 road 
accidents.

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Jack Girdlestone: A selfless artist

lMMAN, Feb. 16 - Mr. Jack 
lurr Girdlestone, well-known 
nd well-loved by many Jor- 
lanians and expatriates during his 
ong residence in Jordan and 
Palestine, died last night at the 
Palestine Hospital here after two 
pulmonary embolisms. He would 
have been 87 next month. 

His loss will be felt very deeply 
by many, not just because of his 
•trong and cheerful personality 
md love of Jordan, but because of 
he way he exercised his deep 
Christian faith and his concern for 
people through his generous care 
and interest in others. 

The son of an engraver. Mr. 
•Girdlestone was bom in London 
in 1894. As a young man he 
moved to Cornwall in the far 
south-west of England to take up 
farming. However this career was 
interrupted with the outbreak of 
the First World War. 

This brought him to Palestine 
and Egypt, where he served in the 
Medical Corps under General 
Allenby. After the war he 
returned to England ro continue 
farming. But he retained a love of 
the Middle East, in particular the 
Holy Land, and returned several 


times before finally retiring here 
in i960. 

Mr. Girdlestone was encour- 
aged to come here because it was 
felt the climate would be good for 
his respiratory difficulties. His 
wife had died some years earlier, 
at the age of 46. after they bad 
been married only three and a half 
years. 

- Mr. Girdlestone leaves a step- 
daughterandstepson. The latter is 
a rear-admiral posted at the 
Admiralty in London. 

When Mr. Girdlestone first 
came permanently to Jordan, he 
settled in the West Bank living in 
Bethany and travelling around the 
area. There he began to develop 
his hobbv of painting and sketch- 
ing. 

Then after 1966, when he 
moved to Amman, a number of his 
works were exhibited at the Brit- 
ish Council. Such exhibitions have 
been held on more or less an 
annual basis ever since. 

His paintings are mainlv 
inspired by his travels in Syria and 
Jordan and include well-known 
sites such as Petra, Jerash and 
Wadi Rum. He had a particular 
fondness for recreating scenes 
from Old Jerusalem.

There he also put his faith into 
action, visiting and caring for the 
blind and deaf. A practised car- 
penter, he also built cabinets and 
bookshelves and repaired looms 
for workshops for the hand- 
icapped. 

He also had a special concern

His works also include land- 
scapes from his memories of his 
life in England as well as pictures 
of flowers and animals. 

But the value of his creations 
did nor end with sharing them in 
exhibit. He gave away the pro- 
ceeds from sales of his work to 
various charitable societies in Jor- 
dan. One particular recipient was 
the Bible Lands Society, which 
operates the School for the Blind 
in Amman and Helen Keller 
House in Beit Hanina, a suburb of 
Jerusalem.

Recently Mr. Girdlestone was 
commissioned by the founding 
committee of Jordan's Royal Soc- 
iety of Fine Arts to produce a large 
landscape of Jordan for the 
recently opened National Gallery 
of Fine Arts.

Jordan Medical Corporation goes public

AMMAN. Feb. 16 — A million 
and a half shares, at par value of 
JD 1 each will be floated on Sun- 
day to finance the Jordan Medical 
Corporation (JMC). which has as 
its aim to establish Jordan’s first 
shareholder-owned hospital, and 
the first private one here which 
will have special equipment to 
handle difficult cases. 

The Queen Alia Hospital, as the 
enterprise will be called, will be 
capable of handling a wide range 
intricate health problems. Its 
quipment will include an inten- 
se care unit, a blood bank, com- 
pete radiological services, a car- 
Jiac unit, kidney dialysis, and a 
central ambulance service that 
may eventually extend to the use 
of helicopters "for emergency' use. 

At the beginning the hospital 
will have 1 50 beds, but it can be 
expanded to accommodate 600. 

The idea of such a private hos- 
pital started five years ago as the 
dream of three doctors, who from 
the beginning called their partner- ■ 
ship the Jordan Medical Cor- 
poration. radiologist Dr. Roger. 
Qayaleh. one of the three and cur- 
rent president of the JMC. told the 
Jordan Times this week. Dr. 
Zuhair Malhas, the minister of 
health, was also among the orig- 
inal partners of the hospital. 

"With the exception of the King 
Hussein Medical Centre and the 
Bashir and University of Jordan 
hospitals, no place here is really 
well-equipped.” Dr. Qayaleh 
said. "The private hospitals are 
most deficient in their 
facilities — specialists are com- 
plaining that there is no work for 
them in private hospitals. We have 
reached a point where one man 
ran no longer properly staff and 
■quip a hospital.” 

The partners eventually per- 
uaded others to join them in the 
•reject, and by 1978 the cor- 
poration had grown to include 
.ome 30 doctors and 20 laymen. 
Each was to own JD 8,000 worth 
jf stock, but since many could not 
afford so much, the corporation 
had an equity of only about JD 
250.000.

missioned a feasibility study from 
the British firm Herman-Smith. 
The study, finished at the end of 
1978 and updated a year later, 
concluded that the project was 
one which the country needed. A 
hospital suiting their requirements 
would cost JD 6 million to build, it 
was estimated. 

In the meantime, a ■'wealthy 
individual sympathetic to the pro’-- 
ject offered the corporation 40 
dunums of land for the hospital at 
a nominal cost. The land, which 
will be the sire of the hospital, is 
located between the Grand Palace 
Hotel and the Martyr’s Monu- 
ment. 

After the study was completed, 
the group approached a number of 
international financing com- 
panies. They found that even if the 
group had acquired the JD 
500,000 or so they had originally 
planned on raising, financiers 
would have rejected them any- 
way. 

"They wanted us to have 25 per 
cent equity before they would 
even consider financing us— some 
wanted us to post ouf homes and 
property as a guarantee. We fell 
the world was not being so good to 
us.” recalled Dr. Qayaleh. 

“Then,” he continued, "we 
decided to go public. We had the 
idea that rhe hospital should pay 
for itself and generate some 
income, but a hospital cannot be 
run purely on a profit basis. In 
>order to attract people to invest in 
the corporation, we hit on the idea 
of srarting an industrial medical 
company for the manufacture of 
disposable medical supplies along 
with the hospital. 

"Every year,” Dr. Qayaleh 
said. “Jordan spends millions of 
dinars on gauze, plaster for med- 
ical use and disposable syringes, 
catheters and tubes. A British- 
Cypriot firm is doing the feasi- 
bility studies for us on such an 
industry here as well as studying 
the Middle Eastern market for the 
products. The study won’t be 
completed until March, but pre- 
liminary results indicate that such 
a venture would be very successful 
commercially” 

Although by going public the 
JMC broadened the base of its 
original shareholders, the doctors 
who originally participated in it 
did not wanf the commercial 
aspect to overcome their aim of 
establishing a first-rate private 


hospital. Bylaws have been made 
within the JMC stipulating that 
when shareholders elect the 
nine-man board, at least five 
members must be from the orig- 
inal group of doctors. 

Subscription to the corporation 
will dose on March 19. In April 
legal formalities will be worked 
out and the board will be elected. 
Planning for construction will take 
another six months. It is hoped' 
that construction will begin on the 
hospital— which will take two 
years to build— by the end of this 
year. 

Much of the hospital's Tnan- 
agement will at first, be foreign as. 
will the nursing staff, due to the 
chronic shortage of nurses here. 
Bur eventually, the Queen Alia 
Hospital will make use of the 
graduates of its own nursing 
school. Doctors, however, will be 
Jordanian because. Dr. Qayaleh 
said, "we have some of the best 
trained and most skilled doctors in 
the world— all they need is a place 
to practise.” 

Close links are planned bet- 
ween the University of Jordan and 
the Queen Alia Hospital, which 
hopes to establish both the intern- 


ship and residency programmes in 
its role as a community hospital. 
Currently, there are places for 
only 24 residents in Jordan, all of 
which are at the University' of Jor- 
dan Hospital. 

"This Sunday will mark the 
closure of five years of hard work 
by me and the other two doctors 
who originally thought of building 
the first private community hos- 
pital here," Dr. Qayaleh com- 
mented. “At the beginning people . 
made fun of us, saying that our 
people here were too indi- 
vidualistic to accept a group effort. 
But now, we are receiving letters 
from doctors who have emigrated 
to the West because, although 
they are highly qualified, there is 
no place in Jordan for them to 
function. They want to buy shares 
in the hospital and they want to 
practise in it. 

“I see the hospiT3l as something 
for the younger generation. It will 
be a place that will hold them and 
let them excel here. I hope that it 
will set a high standard that no one 
in Jordan— government, military 
or private— can go below, as well 
as setting an example for the Arab 
World.”

Princess Basina Hospital 
designs near completion

AMMAN, Feb. 15 — The final, 
detailed designs and studies for 
the innovative redevelopment of 
the Princess Basma Hospital in 
Irbid will be finished in June or 
July of this year. Dr. Aram 
Yaghlian. director of foreign rela- 
tions at the Minisriydf Health and 
project manager of the hospital, 
has told the Jordan Times. 

The studies for the 364-bed 
hospital, he said, are being con- 
ducted by a joint venture of Hos- 
pital Design Partnership, London 
and Mohammad A.R. Jardaneh. 
Amman. 

The hospital, to be built on a 
slope, will be three stories on one 
side and five stories on the other. 
Unlike the University of Jordan 
Hospital, which is built on a 
“racetrack", or double-corridor 
system, the Princess Basma Hos- 


pital will be built according to a 
“nucleus” design developed by 
the British Department of Health 
and Social Security in response to 
reduced levels of capital expen- 
diture dictated by restrictions on 
government spending in Britain. 

The nucleus design system. Dr. 
Yaghlian said, employs an open- 
ended design system that starts 
with a 300 to 400-bed hospital' 
which can gradually expand 
according to need and availibility. 
of financial and human resources. 

One of the aims of the design, 
he said, is to achieve the multi- 
purpose use of space through (he 
clustering and good functional 
relationship of departments. 

The British-Jordanian joint 
venture. Dr. Yaghlian said, will 
also make studies relevant to the 
renovation of the existing Princess 
Basma Hospital, which has 130 
beds as well as residential quarters 
for doctors and nurses.

Milwaukee worfi is sixth in a row since obtaining centre Bobo 
Lanier, who scored 21 points, including four in the last 96 sec- 
onds. Houston was limited to 19 points in the final period and was 
outsco red 20-7 in the last 5:33 as its five-game winning streak was 
ended.

This plan, however, was 
easily countered by the 
defenders. East returned a 
heart and West ducked! 
Declarer tried the club 
finesse. When East won the 
king, he still had a heart to 
-return, so West cashed three 
heart tricks to defeat the con- 
tract one trick. 

Declarer overlooked the 
fact that he had available 
finesses in both minor suits 
and could have made his con- 
tract had either succeeded. 
By tuning the hand correctly, 
he would have improved his 
chances considerably. 

Since nothing can be gain- 
ed by a holdup in hearts, 
declarer should win the first 
heart. Then he crosses to 
dummy with the queen of 
spades and runs the nine of 
diamonds. If this wins/ 
declarer repeats the diamond 
finesse and he can pick up the 
suit to guarantee the con- 
tract. 

But even if the diamond 
finesse loses, declarer is still 
in the game. West cannot at- 
tack hearts without con- 
ceding a second trick in the 
suit — and the contract — to 
declarer. Thus, South will 
still have time to try the club 
finesse for his game-going 
trick. By taking his finesse in 
the right order, declarer’s 
prospects for the contract 
would have increased from 
50 percent to 75 percent!

of guerrilla suspects 


SALISBURY, Feb. 16 (R)-- The British administration in Salisbury is 
investigating allegations that the Rhodesian police have tortured 
returning war refugees whom they suspected of being guerrillas, British 
officials said. 


They said the complaints had 
been lodged through the United 
Nations High Commissioner for 
Refugees (UNHCR), which is 
handling the repatriation of 
. refugees. 

The cases involved refugees, 
most of them loyal to black 
nationalist leader Joshua Nkomo. 
who were returning from Zambia 
to a transit camp in western 
Rhodesia. 

UNHCR officials said some 
refugees had been arrested by the 
police when they reached the 
transit camp. 

Mr. Nicholas Morris, the 
UNHCR chief representative, 
told Reuters there had been 
detailed allegations of torture in

five cases. 

Some of the men alleged they 
had been given electric shocks to 
make them admit they were guer- 
rillas of Mr. Nkomo's wing of the 
Patriotic Front. 

“Investigations are under way 
to determine whether any of the 
reports of ill-treatment can be 
substantiated," Mr. Edward Cha- 
plin. a spokesman for the British 
governor. Lord Soames, said. 

Mr. Morris said some 130 
refugees had been detained since 
repatriation started and about 50 
of them remained under deten- 
tion. Some of them have been 
returned to Zambia. 

He said the UNHCR views this 
situation “with the gravest con- 
cern.” 

Torture allegations had filtered 
back to the refugee camps in 
Zambia and “the mood in the 
camps was increasingly against 
aiming back," he said. 

A total of 27,000 refugees had 


so far been repatriated from 
Mozambique. Botswana and 
Zambia, and no arms had been 
discovered on them despite rigor- 
ous searches, the UNHCR rep- 
resentative said. 

-We have not even confiscated 
a penknife.” he added. 

Meanwhile, the Common- 
wealth group deserving this 
month’s Rhodesia election yes- 
terday denied it had issued a 
report distributed in Addis Ababa 
and attributed to it. 

The report said the observers 
who are touring Rhodesia during 
the run-up to the Feb. 27-29 elec- 
tion had concluded that violent 
political intimation was rife in the 
country but no single group could 
be blamed. 

A spokesman for the observers 
said: “The group has made no 
such report, nor any other kind of 
report to any other quarter. It has 
reached no conclusions, either 
interim or definitive.” 

He said the group would report 
only to the Commonwealth heads 
of government at an appropriate 
time and to no other organisation. 

The Organisation of African 
Unity's council of ministers met in 
Addis Ababa easier this week and ' 
called on member states to use 
their influence on Britain to 
ensure free and fair elections in 
Rhodesia. 

In Geneva, the United Nations 
Human Rights Commission, vot- 
ing down Western objections, has 
backed armed struggle by 
nationalist movements against 
colonial and foreign domination. 


The final resolution, co- 
sponsored by several African and 
Middle East states, was a toned- 
down version of a draft which had 
explicitly condemned NATO 
members for links with while gov- 
ernments in southern Africa and 
demanded that Britain take steps 
to guarantee free and fair elec- 
tions in Rhodesia. 

The revised version condemned 
states which maintained links with 
“the racist regimes in southern 
Africa and elsewhere” without 
singling out specific countries. 

The resolution was approved 
with 29 votes in favour, eight 
against and four abstentions. 
Communist states and most Third 
World states on the 43-nation 
commission were solidly behind 
the resolution. 

United States delegate Gerald 
Helman, speaking after the U.S. 
voted against the resolution, 
accused the Soviet Union and East 
European nations of importing 
$84.6 million of goods from South 
Africa in 1974 to 1979, the last 
year for which he had figures. 

Exports to South Africa from 
the communist group that year 
reached $134 million, Mr. Hel- 
man told the commission. 

He also accused the Soviet 
Union of exploiting the resources 
of Namibia (South West Africa), 
administered by South Africa, by 
fishing off its coast. 

Soviet chief delegate Valerian 
Zorin dismissed [he allegations as 
a slanderous attack. He said the 
Soviet Union “does not have any 
links with the racist regimes in 
southern Africa.”

At the same time, the U.S. 
could triple its tactical air forces. 

But their sudden arrival would 
crowd existing air bases and pro- 
vide choice targets for enemy air 
strikes or missiles if the new- 
comers were not immediately dis- 
persed. 

High priority is being given to a 
programme to Find and equip 
dozens of airfields to rccive m< -re 
than 25 additional squadrons ot 
U.S. reconnaissance aircraft, 
fighters and fighter bombers that 
would flock to Western Europe. 

The concept of rapid rein- 
forcements evolved from the 
alliance's recognition of its lack of 
operational reserves. 

The experts say that if the 
Soviet-led Warsaw Pact were able 
to launch a massive attack with 
little advance warning and rapidly 
penetrated NATO's forward 
defences, the alliance might have 
too few ground and tactical air- 
planes in reserve to seal the rap- 
ture created on the frontline.

USSR appears to be mounting campaign to 
unify communist stand on Afghan intervention

VIENNA -The Soviet 
Union appears to be 
mounting a concerted 
campaign to bring its East 
European allies into line 
over Moscow's inter- 
vention in Afghanistan. 


Official East-West visits have 
been postponed and the level of 
anti-American propaganda has 
been raised throughout the Soviet 
bloc, with u unified communist 
siand the seeming goal. 

Moscow’s moves in this field 
became the most visible with a 
surprise visit b\ Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko to 
Bucharest recently. There, tough 
negotiations produced an implicit 
acceptance of the Soviet line from 
the reluctant Romanians. 

East Europeans have been slow . 
to echo Moscow's position in full, 
since a harder policy amid freeze 
the East-West contact* that arc far 
more important to them than to 
the Soviet Union. 

But the sharp international 
reaction to the military inter- 
vention appears to have prompted 
the Kremlin to stand firm and try 
to ralh its allies around the con- 


troversial Afghan policy regard- 
less of their individual interests. 

West German Chancellor Hel- 
mut Schmidt, whose planned 
meeting with East German leader 
Erich Honecker this month was 
suddenly postponed by the other 
side, said varied views on 
Afghanistan within the Soviet bloc 
lay behind Moscow's drive to 
minimise contacts with the West. 

“The Soviet Union wants to 
avoid direct talks so that the var- 
ious opinions do not become 
dear.” he said. 

If a new add war results, it 
could seriously damage the 
smaller communist states econom- 
ically and politically. 

Countries like Poland and Hun- 
gary have proportionally far more 
trade and debts in the West than 
the Sovier Union and would suffer 
more if their currently good ties 
with the West were cut. 

Additionally, a new cold war 
would limit the foreign policy lee- 
way the East Europeans enjoyed 
during the 1970s and saw as a 
small counterbalance to their 
alliance with the Soviet super- 
. power. 

"Whatever happens between 
Moscow and Washington, we 
want to keep good links with Bonn 
and Western Europe." a senior 
East German official said. But he 
admitted this would not be easy. 
Romania, the Soviet bloc 


maverick that denounced the 
Warsaw Pact invasion of Czechos- 
lovakia in 1968. went furthest in 
its disagreement over Afghanis- 
tan. 

It was the only Warsaw Pact 
country that refused to sanction 
the December intervention, and it 
stayed away from a United 
Nations Security Council vote 
condemning the Soviet move. All 
of Moscow’s other allies attended 
the session and opposed a resol- 
ution calling for Soviet with- 
drawal. 

Soon afterwards. Mr. Gromyko 
arrived in Bucharest for what was 
billed as a short friendly visit but 
which turned into three days of 
tough bargaining with President 
NicoJae Ceausescu. 

The Romanians still refused to 
support the Soviet action. But 
they implicith backed off from 
their independent stand by accept- 
ing Moscow’s version that 
’•imperialist” — that is. Western — 
actions made the intervention 
necessary . 

Although Moscow's five other 
bloc allies all supported the inter- 
vention. Hungarian and Polish 
reluctance was obvious. 

Hungary waited ten days and 
Poland seven before publishing 
support for the move. The 
harder-line Bulgarian. Czechos- 
lovak and East German Com- 
munist Parties approved in almost 


immediately. 

Officials in Hungary, where a 
high level of Western trade and 
attempts to liberalise the domestic 
economy would be endanagered 
by a new cold war. publicly aired 
their hopes for continued good 
U.S. -Hungarian relations asTate 
as Jan. 25. 

By Jan. 31 Foreign Minister 
Frigyes Puja had called off a 
planned visit to West Germany 
and Hungarian Parliament Pres- 
ident Antal Apro postponed a trip 
to the U.S. 

Also on Jan. 25. the West Ger- 
man Foreign Ministry announced 
that Prague had postponed inde- 
finitely a visit Foreign Minister 
Hans- Dietrich Gen sene r planned 
to make to Czechoslovakia. 

He added that one possibility 
might be Kremlin pressure for 
increased East European aid to 
Afghanistan, along the lines of the 
bloc's economic support for coun- 
tries like Vietnam and Cuba. 

Another widespread fear was 
that increasing U.S.-Soviet ten- 
sion. following the NATO deci- 
sion to deploy a new range of 
nuclear missiles in Western 
Europe, would lead to a new arms 
race, a Polish Foreign Ministry 
official said. 

"This would hurt us badly”, the 
Polish official forecast.
